British 
Motor’ 
Industry — 


Can Take Pride In 
Achievements | 


London. 
The British motor -in- 
dustry cannot claim that it 
faces the future without 
anxiety of any sort. 


But at lenst it can take pride 
in postwar achievements equalled 
by few other industries, and 
particularly in the major con- 
tribution it has made to the 
national export drive. 

Since the War, In fact, it has 
become the greatest — single 
exporting, industry in the 
country. In 1951, its overseas 
sales, valucd at £920m., ace 
counted for over 12 per cent of 
U.K. exports, on achievement 
which involved the export of ap- 
proximately 70 per cent of the 
total output of cars and com- 
mereial vehicles. 

Despite the importance. of the 
home market, the industry's 
main task must continue to be 
the cultivation und expansion of 
overseas markets, and It, Is first 
and foremost as an exporter that 
the industry must be’ assessed. 

Not the least of the industry's 
export achievements in the post- 
war years has been the penetra- 
tlon of the North’ American 
market—above all, the United 
States market—where the British 
exporter has had to compete 
against an ‘immensely powerful 
domestic automobile industry. 


OTHER MARKETS 


This means thnt a new markel

aren where the only effective 
challenge to the American 
manufacturer {s provided by the 
Britlsh manufacturer. 

Tf the future of the industry's 
exports ‘to North America de- 
pends to a large extent on 
factors outside Its own control— 
the maintenance of a prosperous 
@mcrican economy and a con- 
thwuance of ‘the. steady rise in 
Ameriein car prices-—the crea~; 
tion of that market das resulted 
fess from fortuitous circum- 
stances thon from the intelligent 
concuntration of British manu- 
fecturerg on designing and pro-~ 
ducing cars whlch do not directly 
challenge the ‘arge,  mass- 
produced Amerikan artivits. 

The main customers for British 
cors ih the U.S. fire to be found 
among the lower income groups 
and their demand is for the 
small car in which the British 
manufacturer excels. 7 

This result has been’ brought 
about. by the inltlative and 
energy of the British industry. 
The picture, however, is not so. 
bright in other oversoas markets 
where the erection of trade 
barriers has prevented mantfac- 
turers from. displaying these 
virtues.
